M ost Federal housing of the first W o rld W a r, aside 
from some w hich were m erely barracks and never pre- 
tended to (>e an yth in g m ore and w hich w ere dism antled 
almost as soon is the w ar ended, consisted of small, attrac­ 


t i v e detachcd or semi detached residences, parked and 
landscaped into suburban units. 
Priva te buyers snapped them up eagerly alter the 
w ar was over, md today t h e y are a conspicuous part of 
m any com m unities, including some in Bu ck s co u n ty— 
i com fortable, well-built and good looking small suburban 


homes. 
The run ol mine f ederal w ar-w orker housing of to­ 
d a y— at least, most of that in this part of the nation— 
consists of « ramped, box-like structures, neither distinc- | 
live nor attractive; each like its neighbor; too s m a ll;! 
aw k w a rd ly placed and spaced. M u ch of it, w hile soundly 
constriK ted, is of such rude m aterials and so crudely 
designed that they .ire bound to be undesired in the prom ­ 
ised post-war era of sleek, stream lined 
m o d e rn ’ resi-i 
deuces. 
I hese are bad enough, especially in view of the fact j 
hat o n ly a slight difference in the plans and expenditures 
w ould have been necessary to create settlem ents w hich j 
w ould have had perm anent value. 
B u t even worse are those w hich are so cramped, so I 
drab and so lar out of line with w hat the average Pennsyl-1 
vania w ar-w orker wishes for his fam ily that the w a r J 
w orkers sim ply declined to m ove into them. 
It m ay come as a shock to some to learn that part of I 
their I'ederal taxes w ent for the erection of brand-new, j 
tailor made “ deserted villages.” 
B u t it’s a fact. 
1 here is one such village on the outskirts of Bristol, 
i kn ow n by the im pressive name of “ B risto l I errace, P r o j­ 
ect No. 2.”
